People«' 


Thi^forenoon something approaching 
consternation spread' Jover some of the 
inhabitants by the sndden extinguish- 
ment of natural gas fires all over the city. 


This happened after 11 o'clock, -«^hen 
the housewife was prepai'ing the mid- 
day meal. 
To hotel kôepers it was an 
aggravating occurrence, the meals being 
in cooking process and in some cases 
spoiled. 
The hotels all had to serve a 
later dinner. 


Supt. Max Hoffman explained that 
the gas had to be shut off five miles 
from the city to allow a_ connection of 
twelve inch pipe in the main line where 
heretofore there had been a three inch 
pipe. 
This small pipe was laid over- 
land pending the arrival of tho twelve 
inch pipe to complete the line. 


He assured a SENTINEL reporter that 
there would be no occasion for discom- 
moding consumers again. 


This afternoon the main line from the 
well to the reducing station 
will be 
"blown out," and a large number of 
people are out to witness the scene. 


Should necessity arrive for 
again 
turning off the gas the company would 
please consumers by doing so after din- 
ner.
